equip hospital 
squads to go to the front were made 
this morning by local Huerta sympa- 
thizers. 
Movements were started to raise 


funds to buy hospital supplies and 
to send nurses and surgeons to look 
after 
the 
federal 
wounded. The 
rebel wounded, it was stated, are be- 
ing brought to Juarez and are beiiii; 
cared for today. 


To Renew Attack.

Officers Leave Trooos. 
Approximately 700 federal prisoners 
arrived early this morning on a spe- 
cial train from Tierra Blanca. 
Most 


of them are privates said to have 
been deserted on the field by their 
officers. 
All the hospitals in Juarez 
are crowded and reports of hospital 
trains coming in from the front indi- 
cate that 
before 
night a thousand 
wounded will have arrived. 
The last shots fired at Bauche last 
night marked the close of the biggest 
and most stubbornly 
fought battle 
that has been recorded on the North 
American continent since the close of 
the civil war. There were more men 
engaged, the line of battle extended 
farther and more dead are renorted 
in the battle of Tierra Blanca than in 
any other in the history of Mexico. 


Rebel Control Complete. 
That the federals will not make an 
attempt to reorganize their disabled 


forces is generally believed in Juarez. 
They have been cut off from 
the 
United States 
border on the north 
and from the rest of Mexico from the 
south. 
Rebels control almost every 
city o fimportance in the state of 
Chihuahua and the state capitol is an 
isolated spot on the may of Mexico. 
It is impossible for the federals to 
obtain assistance or supplies from the 
south on account of the many rebel 
commands surrounding the city. As 
Villa absolutely controls the northern 
portion of the state the troops in Chi- 
huahua City under Governor General 
Mercado will be forced either to sur- 
render or starve. 
They are said to 
be destitute of ammunition. 


Lind's Movements. 
Mexico City, Nov. 2G.—The visit of 
John .Lind, personal representative of 
President Wilson, to Tampico, was 
first learned of here through the As- 
sociated Press dispatches from Wash- 
ington. It is regarded as indicating 
a more serious condition in that re- 
gion than was generally thought to 
exist.

are

state of affairs in the provinces. 
Broke Backbona. 
Mermosillo, Sonora, Nov. 20.—The 
defeat of the federals below Juarez 
was considered by Gen. Carranza and 
his advisers today as Breaking the 
backbone of the Huerta power in th.e 
northern part of Mexico. Gen. Villa, 
in his official report 
to 
Carranza 


through Col. Juan N. Medina, stated 
he had defeated the federal troops 
utterly and captured their military 
'.rains with all the federal artillery, 
ammunition and supplies.

Madison, Wis., Nov. 26.—Within the 
next sixty days the Milwaukee Elec- 
tric Railway 
and 
Light 
Company 
must improve its street car service 
In the city of Milwaukee so that dur- 
ing rush periods at least sixty-seven 
seats shall be furnished for every 
100 passengers demanding transpor- 
tation. The maximum demand, under 
;he order of the Wisconsin Railroad 
Commission today, for non-rush per- 
iods may be not more than an aver- 
age of 133 seats per 100 passengers. 
To Handle Rush Crowds. 
In order to facilitate the handling 


of the crowds expeditiously, the com- 
mission has designated two hours in 
the morning, noon and night as rush 
periods, when a larger 
number of 
cars is required. 
During the rush 
hours traffic officers with authority 
of trainmen must be stationed at im- 
portant transfer intersections and at 
other points 
where 
necessary for 
movement of traffic and maintenance 
af schedules. 
Fare 
collectors 
are 
also to be stationed 
at 
important 
points. 
The front doors of pre-pay- 
ment cars are to be opened and fares 
collected at both ends. 
The dividing rails on the platforms 


of the rebuilt cars and the chains at- 
;ached to them on the rebuilt and six- 
hundred type cars are 
ordered re- 
moved. 
On the front and side of 
cars must be displayed route signs. 
To prevent overcrowding of cars, the 
commission orders that open and re- 
built cars shall not carry more than 
70 persons; 
five-hundred type cars 


33 persons, and six-hundred type cars 
35 persons. During holidays the man- 
agement is directed to "use all rea- 
sonable effort sto supply such service 
is will meet the standard specified 
:'or rush periods."

Columbus, O.. Nov. 26.—Some of 
the old-time residents of Columbus 
recalled the fact that today was the 
fiftieth anniversary of one o'f the most 
stirring civil war incidents that oc- 
curd in this this city—the sensation- 
al escane of General Morgan form the 
Ohio State Penitentiary. After raid- 
ing a large section of Kentucky, Gen- 
eral Morgan at tbe head of his daring 
little band of cavalrymen had cross- 
ed the Ohio river and penetrated the 
State as far as Stetibenvllle, the most 
northerly point to which the flag- of 
the Confederacy was carried during 
the war. The advance of Morgan's 
men created great alarm throughout 
Ohio and it was with a feeling 
,of 
relief that the people learned of the 
caoture of the daring leader and his 
lodgment behind, the' bars of 
the 
State prison. Equally great was the 
sensation caused by his escape. The 
method by which he obtained Ivs 
freedom has always remained a deep 
mystery. Many persons believed that 
he 
and 
his 
companions had . fled 
through a secret tunnel from 
the 
prison to the Scioto river. But when 
a larg'e part of the prison was torn 
down and rebui't a year or two ago 
no evidence of such a tunnel was 
found. 
The 
cell 
in 
which Morgan 


was confined was -left intact for half 
a century and was marked bv a. tab- 
let inscribed with the date of the es- 
cape. The generally accepted belief 
is that the Confederate leader re- 
reived aid from sympathizers inside 
the prison, whose assistance made 
his escape an easy matter,

Special facilities such as icing lor 
protecting perishable goods; 


Special facilities at

loading and unloading farm products; 
Increased rates in special delivery,: 
of perishable gpods is demanded; 
Cooperation of farmers in the estab- 
lishment of shipping facilities on the 
farm;

• First Consignment. 


The campaign for the sale o£ the 
Red Cross Christmas 
Seals begins 
Thanksgiving day and the local cam- 
paign is in charge of the Janesville 
Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association. 
Red 
Cross Seals to the number of 110,000,- 
000 are to be provided for this year's 
campaign, of which the local associa- 
tion has received 90,000. Since 1908, 
when the sale of seals began, 150 - 
000,000 have been sold, bringing $1,- 
500,000. 
| It is estimated that 100,000 volun- 
teers will help in the sale, counting 
the men, women and children who 
give their services, store proprietors, 
.public officials and others who give 
i space for booths, and all who provide 
1 gratuitous agencies 
for 
distribution. 
The local association asks the co-op- 
eration of the priicipals and teach- 
ers in our schools in enlisting the 
children in this campaign. No prices 
are offered this year either to the 
cities making the largest sales or to 
the children, but it is hoped that this 
will not hinder any from doing their 
utmost to make the sale the success 
this year that it has been in the 
past. 
The American Red Cross and the 
National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis pro 
vide the seals on consignment and 
receive ten per cent of th.e money de- 
rived from the sale to defray the ex- 
pense of printing and 
distributing. 
The State Association and the local 
association 
divide 
the 
remainder. 
| Thus 90 per cent of. the money se- 
' cured is devoted to tuberculosis work 
!in this state. 
Last year the money 
secured in 
New York fed and clothed all the 
children in the open air schools and 
fresh air classes and carried on the 
work of the Association of Tubercu 
losis clinics. 
In Chicago it carried 
on the educational work of the Chica 
go 
Tuberculosis 
Institute. 
In St 
Louis it established 
an 
open air 
school and a night and day camp. In 
Janesville it enabled the society to 
carry out the full program of work 
! recently reported, providing open-aii 
(sleeping room, lectures and exhibits 
Jon health and otherwise aiding in the 
1 campaign to overcome and preveni 
tuberculosis.
